Foreign Minister Yigal Allon re- 
called last night that President Nix- 
On had kept every promise and 
carried out every commitment that 
he had made to Israel — and this 
at the most critical junctures. 

Mr. Allon called on Israelis to 
receive the President and his party 
“with open arms, for we sre wel- 
coming a great friend of Israel” 


The President comes to Israel on 
the fourth leg of his Middle East 
tour. He has already visited Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia and Syria and will 
proceed from Israel to Jordan to- 
morrow, 

Surprise and anxiety were felt here 
over the weekend following the an- 
nouncement by Presidents Nixon and 
Sadat of Egypt of their agreement 
in principle to cooperate on nuclear 
Gevelopment — albeit for peaceful 
purposes. But government ministers 
have sought to allay public come 
ternation, stressing that effective 
control of the supply and use of 
nuclear fuel is possible and that 
Israel hopes and expects the U.S. 
to exercise such control upon its 
supplies to Egypt — as indeed the 
‘President and his officials have un- 
dertaken.

BEASONS FOR SUPPLY 


Premjer Rabin and his ministers 
will seek in their working sessions 
with the President today and to- 
morrow to hear America’s reasons 
for supplying nuclear equipment to 
Egypt, and also to receive assu- 
rances that most careful safe- 
guards will indeed be applied at all 
times. δ 

Israel hopes to secure from Pre- 
sident Nixon final U.S. approval for 
multi-annual, multi-billion dollar 
arms supplies details of which have 
heen negotiated recently with Sec- 
retary of State Kissinger and otker 
U.S. officials. The arms deals would 

Israel's defence requirements 
until the end of the decade and 
would include the most sophistica- 
ted tynes of weaponry — effectively 
countering Soviet supplies of 
the latest arms to the Arab states. 
Informed sources have indicated that 
Israel's weapons “shopping bag” will 
amount to $L5 billion per annum 
over five or six years. 

Israel will seek U.S. help in pay- 
ing for these unprecedentedly large 
quantities of weaponry — and this 
apart from long-term economic as- 
sistance requests including grants, 
loans, investment aid and technical 
cooperation --- which Israel hopes 
the President will approve during 
the talks here.

At the meeting today the Israeli 
team will raise the issues of Syrian 
and Soviet Jewry. Israel expects 
that after the American success 
in bringing about the Syria-Israel 
disengagement accord, more vigorous 
U.S. efforts now to secure the re- 
lease of Syria's 4,500 beleaguered 
Jew+ would produce favourable re- 
sults, 


Regarding Soviet Jewry, the Pre- 


sident will be asked to seek from . 


the Kremlin leaders at the summit 
in Moscow this month a significantly 
higher annual exit “quota” for Jews 
who want to emigrate. 


Although no firm agenda has 
been fixed for the political talks, 
Israeli officials delieve they will 
mot enter into a detailed conside- 
ration of the next phase of the 
Geneva Conference or of U.S. peace 
efforts in the area. The U.S., Egypt 
and Israel are all interested now 
in a Hmited period of Inaction dur- 
ing which the disengagement agree- 
ments will be allowed to take root 
and burgeon into a return of ci- 
vilian normalcy along the frontlines. 


Thus, no penetrating discussion 
of the Palestinian issue is expected 
today. On this issue, Israeli sourcea 
have expressed some satisfaction at 
the cautious wording of the joint 
US.-Egyptian communique of Fri- 
day which referred to “due account 
of the legitimate interests of the 
Palestinian people’ — but pointedly 
distinguished between these interests 
and those of the sovereign states 
of the area. President Sadat had 
reportedly pressed for a much more 
positive statement on the Pales- 
tinlan question, but the American 
side insisted on re-using this care- 
fully belanced phraseology which 
hed been first enunciated by Presi- 
dent Nixon and Mr. ‘Brezhnev at 
their meeting in Moscow last year. 


SURPRISE 


The U.S.-Egypt agreement on 
nuclear development had come as a 
surprise to Israel, Foreign Minister 
Allon revealed in interviews yester- 
day. In view of the close relations 
between Israel and the U.S., he sald, 
he might have expected advanre In- 
formation from Washington that 
such an accord with Egypt was in 
the offing — even though he would 
not necessarily have expected Wash- 
ington to take account of Israel's 
objections to it. 


Mr. Allon denied statements by 
American officials in Washington 
yesterday that Israel had known all 
along the U.S. and Egypt were ne- 
gotiating such a nuclear accord. 


He said that since the publication 
of the U.S.-Egypt communique, Is- 
rael had learned that what was en- 
visaged was dual control of the 
supply and use of the enriched ura- 
nium for Egypt's U.S.-supplied pow- 
er station.

WASHINGTON. — A senior Ad- 
ministration official dealt President 
Nixon an embarrassing blow on the 
sve of his Moscow summit by quit- 
ting his post as nuclear arms nego- 
tiator and declaring that Water- 
gate has weakened America’s ‘ar- 
gaining strength. 

Paul Nitze, who served under 
Demoeratic and Republican adminis- 
trations for 29 years, Jaid the 
‘blame for his decision squarely on 
Watergate — or what he called 
“the traumatic events mow unfold- 
ing mm our nation's capital.” 

Mr, Nitze, 67, who was the chief 
Defence mt negotiator in 
the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(GALT), announced his resignation 
in a curt, one-sentence letter to 
President Nixon, who leaves later 
this month for a visit to the Soviet 
Union, The President had been hop- 
ing to conclude a new nuclear arms 
limitation pact during his summit 
talks Moscow. (See Brezhnev, 
this page.) 

‘Mr. Nitze’s resignation followed 
the threat on Tuesday by Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger, who said 
he would quit unless questions re- 
garding his role in national security 
wiretaps were cleared up.

is first contribution was an ap-

The 
tester — really a helper — trains 
the child to learn principles under- 
lying problems, making analogies, 
inferring from one thing to another. 
Gradually the child is assisted to 
overcome deficient ways of func- 
tloning. While this is going on, the 
tester evaluates the degree to which 
the deprived youngster can be 
helped. 

Once the child’s potentizi has 
been ascertained, Dr. Feuerstein 
and his group apply a system of 
exercises, carefully graded and 
worked out to appeal to the child's 
curiosity.

mentally.” This comment was brought 
on by 8 French import of candied 
chestnuts, overpackaged to the hilt 
in a tin with a key, a gold seal, 
and some blue velvet; price, 17.835, 
and bound to sell well.

The question faced by the parti- 
cipants from the United States and 
Canada in the Seminar now taking 
place is whether these Feuerstein 
techniques can be exported to other 
lands, Are they so successful in 
Israel only because of the particular 
social set-up in the country, the 
attitudes of the citizens, the over- 
whelming need to do something 
about every individual child? To 
what extent does the system depend 
on the inspiration provided by Dr. 
Feuerstein himself in an Israeli 
setting? 

Last year, shortly before the Yom 
Kippur War, three top-level Ameri- 
cans concerned with these prob- 
lems came to Jerusalem to study 
the Feuerstein ideas. They were Dr. 
Michael Begab, of Child Health and 
iuman Development in the National 
Institutes of Health; Professor Carl 
Haywood, Director of the Kennedy 
Centre for Early Education in 
Nashville, Temmessee; and Dr. Susan 
Gray, Professor of Psychology at 
Peabody College.

There 
must therefore be no flinching from 
offensive measures designed to re- 
move the terrorists from the 
border.
